AGE  AND  SEvVAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEMES 


Redware,  Castle  Bolton  and  Hauxwell  sewerage  schemes  were 
completed  during  the  year  to  serve  119  properties, 

:ie  have  now  reached  a  stage  when  all  our  villages  are 
sewered  and  there  only  remains  the  scattered  parishes  that 
cannot  be  sewered  economically.  Septic  tanks  appear  to  be  the 
only  answer,  most  of  our  farms  already  have  these. 


Improvements  to  some  of  our  present  works  are  now  necessary. 
East  Witton,  Leyburn  and  Middleham  all  require  attention  in  the 
near  future.  Constable  Burton  has  only  septic  tank  treatment 
and  proposals  for  a  scheme' in  this  parish  are  to  be  considered. 


Leyburn  works  were  laid  down  in  1  907  and  were  enlarged  in 
19265  since  then  they  have  merely  been  repaired  from  time  to 
time.  They  are  functioning  very  well,  it  is  seldom  that  the 
filtered  effluent  when  analysed  is  classified  unsatisfactory. 

The  tanks  and  filters  are  hopelessly  overworked  during  wet  weather , 
they  were  originally  designed  to  take  six  times  the  dry  weather 
flow,  but  today  the  smallest  rain  shower  brings  the  storm  tanks 
into  use. 


At  Middleham,  the  works  are  too  small  also,  but  here  a 
scheme  of  improvements  is  being  prepared.  East  Witton  has  a  land 
irrigation  scheme  that  can  be  easily  converted  to  a  tank  filter 
and  humus  tank  scheme.
